Catholics, who number 
one-sixth of the population, pay 
school taxes like everybody else; 
but the running waters never bring 
back to their doors again any of 
the bread so freely cast afloat. 

The public school system, as we 
have it at present ik the United 
States, had its beginning around 
the middle of the last century. It 
is not yet, therefore, quite a hun- 
dred years old. Great pioneers like 
Washington, Jefferson, Carroll and 
Marshall were born ahead of it, 
and never came under its influence.

Protestant Professor 


Deplores Prejudice 
in Education 


(By Dr. F. W. Foerster, 
University of Zurich) 


O Baw saints are of imperishable 
importance in the world of edu- 
cation. They illuminate and dem- 
onstrate the teaching of Christ in 
many varied directions, at the same 
time linking it up with human life. 
In order to avoid every misunder- 
standing, I must make it clear that 
I do not ask Protestant ministers 
or teachers simply to take over 
Catholic doctrines, customs, or in- 
stitutions. They cannot, however, 
afford to neglect the psychology 
and pedagogy which lie behind the 
Catholic system; these must be 
thoroughly understood and valued, 
in order that the broader view of 
life, which thus results, should give 
rise to something of a correspond- 
ing nature within the framework 
of the Protestant tradition. 


With regard to the question of 
asceticism; I should not expect 
Protestants to undertake the wor- 
ship of the saints, but they might 
well make the heroic lives and 
achievements of those men and wo- 
men who dedicated themselves to 
the Church, fruitful for Christian 
worship and for the development 
of will and character. Indeed we 
are driven in this direction by the 
simplest fundamental truth of all 
moral education—the decisive im- 
portance of example. “Thou shalt” 
is indeed great and important; but 
not less important is the “Thou 
canst”, which is forced upon us by 
a mighty and consistent example. 
It is indeed true that we need in 
the first place the perfect example 
of Christ Himself, in which the 
higher is revealed in its entire pur- 
ity; but in another sense we need 
also the encouragement of person- 
alities more closely related to our 


weakness and error, and who have 


nevertheless attained to inner free- 
dom in so impressive a manner. 


That the human soul should 
never be without a secret desire 
for absolute perfection bears wit- 
ness to the divine light within us; 
even in a mistaken character, such 
as Nietzsche, this desire clamored 
for expression, and created the idea 
of the superman as a protest 
against a deadening materialism 
and a cheap and levelling educa- 
tion. This desire is enormously 
stimulated by the heroic consis- 
tency, with which these great 
Christians ‘worked out its possi- 
bilities, if one may use such an ex- 
pression, and made into a complete 
whole all that which remains so 
weak and incomplete in our own 
Christian life. From the immense 
earnestness and decision of such 
heroes there radiates a suggestive 
influence of incomparable power, 
strengthening the shifting will of 
the ordinary man; on this point 
Hilty justly remarks (Neue Briefe, 
p. 185): “From a fear of the ‘ex- 
cesses’ of the Catholic Church at 
the time of the Reformation, we 
have rejected the veneration of the 
saints, and in this manner have 
lost a powerful stimulus for goods 
for men learn more willingly and 
more easily from examples than 
from sermons... But a time is 
coming in which the true saints of 
the Catholic Church will be better 
known to us than has been the case 
in the past.”

Uncle Dave Tells Jack the Story 
of Mission San Fernado Rey 
de Espana

“While a plane soared in the 
blue sky above, while the ‘Sunset’ 
train roared northward on its par- 
allel ribbons of steel, while autos 
travelled at a fast clip along ‘El 
Camino Real,’ we were leisurely 
seeking an old Franciscan Mission. 
We found it, Jack, tucked away be- 
hind a pretty park some twenty- 
six miles northwest of the business 
center of Los Angeles. The mis- 
sion is in a secluded spot as if 
cloistered away from man’s modern 
mechanical invasion of its romantic 
past.” 


“What Mission, Uncle Dave?” 


“Mission San Fernando Rey de 
Espana, which like Mission San 
Luis Rey, was dedicated in honor of 
a sainted king. Ferdinand III, who 
expelled the Moors and united the 
Kingdoms of Castile and Leon, thus 
founding modern Spain, reigned 
from 1200 to 1252. His zeal for 
fighting the enemies of God's 
Church led to his canonization by 
Pope Clement X in 1671, 

“Saint Ferdinand, King of Spain, 
was a cousin of Saint Louis, King 
of France, What could be more 
fitting tribute to the two sainted 
cousin kings, who strove so val- 
iantly to protect the Chureh from 
her enemies in Europe, than that 
they should have two missions ded- 
icated in their honor in the far-off 
Californias! And their sainted 
prayers must have accompanied the 
Padres in their daily tasks because 
San Fernando, founded on Septem- 
ber 8, 1797, and San Luis Rey, es- 
tablished the following year, soon 
became foremost in the mission 
chain, the one for its great wealth 
and the other for its great church. 


“Mission San Fernando was 
probably the most prosperous of 
all the missions. In 1819 there 
were over a thousand Indians living 
on.its great landed estate. While 


some were daily engaged, under the 
supervision of the Padres, at weav- 
ing, carpentry, black-smithing, soap 
and candle making, hat, shoe and 
rug making, and agricultural pur- 
suits, others tended the ‘herds and 
flocks to the number of 12,800 cat- 
tle, 500 horses and mules, and 6000 
sheep.’ In the year 1835 when the 
mission was secularized by order 
of the Mexican government inven- 
tory showed a value of $41,714. This 
great wealth was due in large 
measure to the fertility of the soil 
in the valley around the mission. 
And it is this same fertility, Jack, 
that makes the valley bearing the 
name of the once most prosperous 
mission—San Fernando Rey de Es- 
pana—world famous in our own 
day. 

“No great church, like that of 
San Luis Rey, was ever built at 
Mission San Fernando. The first 
adobe church was completed and 
dedicated in December, 1806. The 
second, also of the adobe type, and 
still standing, was completed, ac- 
cording to all accounts, by 1818. 


“Grand old palms, a unique cac- 
tus hedge, a quaint little belfry 
atop one of the low mission build- 
ings, claim the attention of visit- 
ors. to Mission San Fernando. But 
the most picturesque reminder of 
its glorious past is the old mission- 
house, so aften miscalled ‘The Mon- 
astery’. 

“Rhythmic arches ‘of brick, well- 
preserved red-tile roof, old water- 
spouts of burned tile, curiously 
hand-carved doors with serpentine 
grooved moulding, and windows 
with iron grilles, all conspire to 
make the old mission-house the 
centre of considerable interest. 


“The old grilles, or lace work of 
parallel bars on the windows, pay 
tribute today to the skill and artis- 
tic sense of the Padres’ adept pu- 
pils—the Indian converts of San 
Fernando, 

“My last impression, Jack, of 
Mission San Fernando Rey de Es- 
pana was of the old stone water 
fountain in front of “The Monas- 
tery’ as it stands crumbling away 
under the silky shady curtain of 
the overhanging pendant branches 
of a pepper tree. To me it seemed 
so symbolic of the protecting halo 
that time has hung over the crumb- 
ling ruins of Padre Serra’s master- 
pieces—The California Missions.”

TRANSITION. By Joseph Francis 
Thorning, S. J. Benziger. 1931. 
$2.65. 

This scholarly and interesting 
study of the evolution of religious 
liberty deserves a warm welcome. 
Though the New England States 
alone form the scene of the con- 
flict portrayed in this volume, the 
author promises to present a simi- 
lar study of the remaining original 
thirteen states. 


The first fight for religious lib- 
erty in the Colonial period had to 
do with tolerance in its merest ex- 
istence. During the Revolutionary 
changes, religious liberty suffered 
considerably, and it was only much 
later that religious liberty in the 
true sense of the term came to be 
eonsidered as a corollary of civil 
liberty. 

Through a veritable maze of 
doenumentary evidence, the author 
traces the development of religious 
liberty even to our own days.

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OUR BROTHERHOODS AND SISTERHOODS 


Religious Orders and Communities of men and 
Women are not only rendering a wonderful service to 
God, to Church and to souls, but they teach a lesson 
which the world has always needed, and which is 
needed more than any other in our age. 


This lesson is the lesson of self-conquest, a con- 
quest which does not enslave, but frees the individual 
from the altogether unnatural control of the lower 
over the higher nature of the human being. 


The principal purpose God had in view in creat- 
ing us was to have us to perfect our nature and not to 
degrade it. _ 

This-principle is accepted in theory by most peo- 
ple of right mind, but not in practice. Even when 
there is no definite religious instruction imparted to 
the young it is the custom of educators to hold up be- 
fore them all those who have been noted for their 
strong spiritual characters. The intention is that 
these characters should be heroes for their imitation. 
These are usually men and women who have pursued 
spiritual things with a greater passion than that with 


which the generality of people pursue wealth and 
pleasure. 


But those who have succeeded most in overcoming 
themselves, in overcoming the world, in building up 
beautiful characters, in keeping the weaknesses of the 
flesh in check, in living according to the spirit, are un- 
known to the world. There are those “whose lives are 
hidden with Christ in God,” who feast on supernatural 
things, who, like their own Divine Hero, go about doing 
good quietly. 

Brothers and Sisters of religious orders are heroes 
of this type. Like Christ, their Master and Spouse, 
they “do and teach” these higher things. Before teach- 
ing the little ones by word they show by their example 
that they are not asking the impossible. It is too bad 
that the inspiration which their lives should provoke 
is confined practically altogether to the Catholic group. 
It is because the outside world has little contact with 
them that people know little about them, and so mis- 
understand them. 

The example of Christ is no longer before the 
world directly. But it is before Catholic people in the 
livés of the Catholic Brotherhoods and Sisterhoods. 
To the command of God “thou shalt” comes back too 
often the answer, “I can’t.” They prove to us that 
“We can,” that compliance with the Master’s demands 
is comparatively easy, that His “yoke is really sweet 
and His burden light.” 

You have heard of the new “morality.” It is based 
on a principle diametrically the opposite of that upon 
which the lives of religious are built, on the principle 
that nothing should stop man from giving vent to self-

within the individual a thousand attacks against him- 
-gelf, destroys interior peace, weakens character, and 
must ultimately destroy the human race, because every 
unit of the human race is principally spirit, and every 
human act should be a moral act, should be dictated 
by conscience and in relation to a Higher Power, to

The attainment of this degree is 
a high compliment to its recipient 
since only 30 scientists in the world 
have been so honored. Dr. Newton 
is the second American to receive 
the doctorate in Seripture. 
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French Experts Fear 
Drop In Population 


PARIS.—A gloomy picture of 
France with a rapidly decreasing 
population was recently drawn for 
the new Minister of Public Health, 
Justin Godart, by the National 
Association for Increasing the 
French Population. The Associa- 
tion supplied statistics to show 
what is going to happen within the 
next fifty years, even granting that 
there will be a great decrease in 
the mortality rate. 


Two suppositions are made. One 
is that the birth rate remain at 
the present level for the country 
at large, and the other is that. it 
descend for the whole country to 
the present level in Paris. In the 
first case, the birth rate is going 


slightly, but then at an increased 


dency will be the same, but at a 
much quicker rate. 


Thus, taking the first hypothesis, 
within fifty years the population 
would decrease 1,800,000, which 
would comprise a drop of 17 per 
cent in the number of children up 
to nine years of age, and of 16 per 
20 and 34. Taking the second 
would be more than 11,700,000, 
which is to say, about 29 per cent. 
The number of children up to nine 
years old would decrease 57 per 
cent and adults between 20 and 34 
years old would decrease 43 per 
cent.

‘Msgr. Lavelle Warns 
On Modern Books 


NEW YORK CITY.—Sounding a 
warning to Catholics to “beware of 
false prophets,” Msgr. Michael J. 
Lavelle, rector of St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral, criticized present-day 
literature in a sermon as being for 
the most part “pernicious” to re- 
ligious faith. 


“It is a strange fact,” he said, 
“that.everything in this world has 
something that is constantly striv- 
ing to destroy it. The same is true 
of our faith. In religion it is heresy 
that is trying to destroy it. 

“Never was there a time when 
so much danger from pernicious 
‘reading existed. Every one is 
‘writing, whether he knows any- 
‘thing or not about his subject. We 
shave freedom of the press permit- 
‘ting anything to be printed. We 


‘are getting pernicious, demoraliz- 
ing, false things without any 
chance of relief. 


“We must look out for these 
things that would destroy faith. 
\Get into the habit of learning and 
loving to read what is good, and 
‘bring up the children of the com- 
ing generation to read what is 
good. Get into the habit of read- 
‘ing what is noble and elevating 
‘and worth while. Let us strive to 
‘put some good reading into our 
lives. How many read the Bible? 
It is not too much to say that 
every Catholic ought to be familiar 
with the whole of at least the New 
‘Testament. Get into the habit of 
‘reading good Catholic papers.”

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Fr. Mathew Tribute — 
| Quoted In Congress 


WASHINGTON. — Argument in 
favor of temperance as preached 
by the great Catholic _ priest, 
‘Father Mathew, presented to a 
‘Methodist bishop in a letter writ- 
i'ten by Jefferson Davis, President 
‘of the Confederate States of Ame- 
‘rica, has been quoted by United 
‘States Senator Harry B. Hawes of 
'Missouri in remarks on the Prohi- 
‘bition question published in the 
Congressional Record. 
| The letter, written in 1887, to 
the Rt. Rev. Charles B. Galloway, 
‘a bishop of the Methodist Church, 
‘South, opposed attempts to bring 
‘about Prohibition of intoxicants. 
Toward its conclusion, Mr. Davis 
said: 

“There are surely better reme- 
dies for offenses against the peace 
and good order of society than 
such a departure from our prin- 
ciples of constitutional govern- 
ment and community independence 
as would be Federal legislation to 
‘enforce a sumptuary policy. Fath- 
‘er Mathew found reason and moral 
‘suasion such potent factors that 
his good work was not of a day 
but lives after him, in some who 
took the pledge and others who 
have joined the temperance s0- 
cieties. These and other causes 
have so acted upon public opinion 
and social habits as to give to the 
Prohibition movement the possi- 
bilities it now has and could not 
enjoy in the not remote past. 

“Why not trust to religion and 
education, to refinement and sci- 
ence, aided by the laws which have 
the sanction of experience to pre- 
vent the formation of habits of 
intemperance, rather than at the 
sacrifice of personal liberty and 
moral responsibility to undertake 
by coercive means the reformation 
of the drunkards. The former ma 
be practicable; the latter, by su 
methods, is hopeless.”

SWINGING OF EDUCATIONAL 
PENDULUM VIEWED 


“Instruct thy son, and he shall 
refresh thee, and shall give delight 
to thy soul” (Prov. 29:17), is a 
statement that carries the reader 
backward in time some nearly four 
thousand years. Truly “all things 
have their season, and in their 
times all things pass under the 
heavens” (Eccles. 3:1). If the mind 
could picture to itself a gigantic 
pendulum whose are would span 
centuries, it would, indeed, notice 
the coming and passing of mani- 
fold vagaries. Today possibly this 
imaginary pendulum marking the 
periods of educational enterprise 
is nearing the end of an arc that 
it has almost measured. “Educa- 
tion” has been dinned into ears of 
the present generation to such an 
extent that almost anything could 
be perpetrated by the secret spell 
of that charm. However, it is 
claimed the test of the pudding is 
in the eating thereof. When all 
openly aver that there exists an 
absolute and complete lack of lead- 
ership, wherein might its raison 
d’etre be sought? Clearly in one 
thing—education. 


“How Come?” 


“How Come?” homo vulgaris, 
(the common man—you and J) will 
say. “Of many books there is no 
end, and much study is an afflic- 
tion of the flesh.” Even this state- 
ment from the book of Ecclesias- 
tes, chapter twelve, will be granted 
by many an earnest seeker of 
truth of the present day. Our 
schools from the lowest to highest 
have been given to an over-empha- 
sis of book knowledge. Any docu- 
ment which contains a copious re- 
ference to bibliography was due 
for approval without further ques- 
tion. Supposition was that the au- 
thor, who had consulted many docu- 
ments, must naturally have de- 
rived much mental benefit. The 
truth of this matter would almost 
seem to be this: one could only de- 
rive actual benefit from reading, if 
he read this that were based on 
sound reason. Listening to the 
babblings of ten thousand fools 
could only tend to make a person 
foolish himself. 


Men Becoming More Disposed For 
Truth. 


Owing to the breaking down of 
so many of the man-made theories 
and fads in the field of education, 
just as in so many of the other 
endeavors of life, people are slow- 
ly reverting to saner and safer 
principles, Perhaps this turning of 
minds can best be summed up in 
the words: “Let us all hear to- 
gether the conclusion of this dis- 
course. Fear God and keep His 
commandments: for this is all 
man.” (Eccles. 12:13) That is ex- 
actly what may be inferred from a 
recommendation by the grand jury 
of Kings County, New York. Their 
presentment handed down to 
County Judge A. G. McLaughlin 
contained the following instruc- 
tion: es 

“We are of the opinion, the 
‘presentment said, “that the laws 
passed for the purpose of protect- 
ing children have been enforced to 
their detriment rather than their 
good. We heartily recommend 
that the present law governing 
compulsory education be amended 
so that a young boy or girl will 
not be required to attend school 


‘irod and reproof give wisdom: but 


and guardians may be held respon- 
sible for the delinquent acts of 
children under their care, not only 
in the Children’s Court, but in the 
Magistrate’s court as well, where 
they may be prosecuted and fined.” 


Jurors Make Foolish Recommenda- 
tion, 


While the views set forth in the 
first paragraph of the recommend- 
ation of these thinking men augurs 
well for the future, they stand con- 
victed of error in their claim con- 
cerning laws to enforce morality. 
Reason can never approve of fana- 
ticism. Morality enforced contrary 
to human will, is a non-entity. 
Possibly the honest jurors had in 
mind the thought expressed by 
Solomon, when he claimed: “The 


the child that is left to his own 
will bringeth his mother to 
shame.” With young children 
whose reasoning powers have not 
as yet been fully developed this 
occasionally becomes the only re- 
liable avenue of success. Modern 
supersentimental tactics have dur- 
ing recent decades fought against 
this attitude. Today the corrupt-| 
ed morals in youthful culprits de- 
mand some new measure of pro- 
tection for society. Moral suasion 
has become ineffective. Thus again 
the pendulum commences to swing 
back. 


While doubtlessly most of the 
men who voted their approval to 
legislative measures concerning 
improvement of education were 
well meaning, some of them were 
decidedly inexperienced. The same 
holds true of educators. However, 
sometimes the latter possess a 
sense of humor. Many of them 
are capable of detecting in the 
rough outlines of the mental make- 
up of a pupil an innate talent to 
develop into a high grade plow- 
jockey. Such a one, even if the 
laws have sentenced him to four 
or five additional years in school 
benches, is passed through the edu- 
cational machine on the basis of 
minimum essentials. Nonetheless 
this fact does not refute the wis- 
dom of a recommendation by the 
men in Kings County to the effect, 
that “relaxing the demands of the 
compulsory education law, might 
put youth to work, who now fre- 
quented the dance halls.” 


The Church, adapting herself to 
prevailing customs, has establish- 
ed Catholic high schools and col- 
leges, to the end that children, who 
are compelled to attend school af- 
ter they have completed work in 
the grades, may do so under the 
auspices of religion.

Chicago.—A letter from the Rt. 
Rev. Msgr. R. C. Maguire, Chan- 
cellor of the Archdiocese of Chi- 
cago, was read Sunday in all the 
churches, urging Catholics to be 
sane and reasonable in regard to 
the banking situation, here. 


A number of outlying banks 
closed during the last week, and 
one in the loop. The letter was in- 
tended to offset rumors and re- 
ports tending to undermine confid- 
ence in the large loop institutions, 
some of the biggest banks in the 
world. 

“Due to the fact that many of 
the outlying banks of the city 
closed during the past week,” read 
the letter, “the people seem to 
have lost confidence even in the 
largest and safest financial insti- 
tutions of the downtown district, 
as is evident by their eagerness to 
withdraw their money. 

“Although it is ordinarily con- 
trary to the policy of the chancery 
office to concern itself with such 
matters, still I feel that the pas- 
tors of this diocese can be of great 
assistance to the*city and its citi- 
zens by exhorting the people to be 
sane and reasonable in these times 
of great stress. 

‘It js our opinion that the big 
downtown banks are sound, that 
they can pay their depositors every 
dollar if so requested. It must be 
obvious to all that if the largest 
banks in the city and country are 
to fail then the government itself 
will fail and the money withdrawn

Maintained Strict Neutrality

his position of strict objectivity. 
The proof of this was that both 
aides in the war expressed their 
dissatinfaction with his position. 
German papers called him the 
‘Pope of the Entente,’ while En- 
tente papers scolded him because 
they claimed he was ‘le pape boche.’ 
Even Italian papers took him to 
task, and in verse and cartoon al- 
luded to him as the ‘wily fox.’ All 
of them, however, carefully main- 
tained silence concerning every act 
of justice and benevolence of the 
Holy Father and misinterpreted 
moves by the Pontiff which were 
made for the wisest of state rea- 
Ons, 


As an example of this, Herr Von 
Klett recalls that when the Nuncio 
to Munich was elevated to the Sa- 
ered College, the privilege of be- 
stowing the hat upon the dignitary 
was given to the King of Bavaria. 
But, Herr Von Klett says, the honor 
thus accorded the Bavarian, king 
was overlooked by the German 
press, including even the Catholic 
papers.

“A change in attitude toward 
the Holy Father came at the end 
of the war,” Herr Von Klett writes.

He told me one day; ‘I consider it 
a matter of utmost importance that 
Germany remain a united country 
and constitute a solid block or or- 
der in the center of Europe.’ The 
Holy Father was also greatly re- 
sponsible for the Allies’ abandon- 
ment of their plan to extradite 
Kaiser Wilhelm and bring him be- 
fore a court. Due to the Pope's 
activities Italy and Japan oppos- 
ed this project promoted by France 
and England. | 

Renowned for Charity 

“Pope Benedict was renowned for 
his charity. He generously aided 
the wife of an Italian Social-Dem- 
ocrat, and gave a million lire to the 
Marxist President of Austria for 
the poor children of Vienna. 
Through my own meditation he 
helped the poor youth of Munich to 
the extent of 3,000,000 lire . 
Not one of the Bishops from the 
war-exhausted countries left him 
without bringing back substantial 
aid for their people. 

“In one of the most dreadful per- 
iods of history, Benedict XV acted 
in a most noble and dignified way, 
both as a priest and as a states- 
man.”

Wisdom. He knows best, always. 
His Goodness is shown by the 
fact that He gives each of us the 
necessary means of fulfilling His 
commands, and of reaching our 
happy destiny. Even when we have 
failed by sin, He graciously for- 
gives us, and sets us off again on 
the right path. It is true also that 
His Goodness removes many of the 
difficulties and temptations we 
might otherwise have met with in 
life. God never allows us to be 
tempted above our strength, but 
gives us Grace to overcome the 
danger. 
And then His Power. We told 
you the meaning of Almighty in 
an earlier vacation lesson. There 
is no question that He can and does 
give us every help and every con- 
solation. We have free will and 
may choose to do the evil thing 
against His Holy Will. In the 
Book of Wisdom (VII, 16) we find 
these words: “In His Hands are 
both we and our works.” 
' In another place in the Book of 
Wisdom we read (VIII, 1): “His 
wisdom ordereth all things sweet- 
ly. Wherefore give not thy mouth 
to give thy flesh to sin, and say 
not before the angel, there ‘is no 
Providence,’ lest God be angry at 
thy words and destroy all the 
works of thy hands” (Eccles. V, 5). 
How beautiful and _ inspiring, 
then, are the teachings of the 
Catholic Church regarding the 
Providence of God over all things, 
especially His highest work of 
man. We cannot disappoint God’s 
Holy Will. His Wisdom cannot be 
deceived. His Power cannot be 
overcome. Nothing happens “by 


chance” with God. He knows all 
things, millions of years ahead, so 
to speak in our language. He rules 
and directs all things. He has 
given us free-will and we might 
break His laws, but that was 
known to Him ages and ages be- 
fore we came into this world. He 
would not take from us this power 
of choosing, but we abuse it when 
we sin. If we avoid sin, He re- 
wards us; if we commit sin, He 
punishes us. 

His Divine Providence is always 
for our good. “Cast all your care 
upon Him, for He hath care of 
you.” “Behold the birds of the air: 
for they neither sow nor do they 
reap, and your Heavenly Father 
feedeth them; how much more you, 
O ye of little faith.” Meat and 
grain and all things are provided 
for us in their regular seasons, 
and all by the direct Will of God. 

“The Lord is the Protector of my 
life, of whom shall I be afraid?” 
He delivers us from many evils, of 
which we know nothing. Often it 
seems He allows things to happen 
that we might be awakened to a 
closer service and love of Him. 
Just as Joseph was sold by his 
brothers, God turned his sufferings 
into good, for Joseph was exalted, 
and made the master over the 
foods that saved his own treacher- 
ous brethren. Christ Himself suf- 
fered that we might be redeemed 
from sin and hell. 

We cannot expect to understand 
nor explain all the wonderful 
works of God, but we bow down in 
humble adoration and faith before 
His Almighty Power and His Di- 
vine Providence.

Child’s Bible History 
Story 


We cannot conclude our stories 
taken from the Acts of the Apos- 
tles without telling you more about 
the great missionary works of St. 
Paul. He was, as you know, 
against the Christians, in the be- 
ginning, but after his conversion to 
the ranks of a soldier of Jesus 
Christ he gave himself no rest. 
He traveled through all the differ- 
ent states of Greece and Asia 
Minor, from province to province, 
and from island to island. He was 
a tireless worker, encountering 
dangers on land and sea in order 
to visit the different places where 
he had preached the Gospel. In 
fact when he could not visit all of 
them, he wrote letters (epistles), 
exhorting them to charity and 
fidelity in their service of God. 

From a Jew he became the 
Apostle of the Gentiles; from a 
soldier in the Roman army he be- 
came a true soldier of Jesus Christ. 
God gave him the power of work- 
ing miracles in order to show his 
mission was from God. 

From Asia he went to Jerusa- 
lem and there many trials and 
dangers awaited him. The Jews 
hated him because he had converted 
the Gentiles. At Jerusalem he was 
seized, dragged from the temple and 
was about to be put to death, when 
the Roman tribune hastened to the 
place and rescued him. The tribune 
could not find out what St. Paul 
had done to cause so much trouble. 
St. Paul asked to speak to the peo- 
ple and turning he explained how 
he had been born at Tarsus, edu- 
cated at Jerusalem, obeyed the 
laws of his forefathers, and finally 
told them of his conversion to 
Christianity. They listened to him 
until he spoke of the Gentiles, 
then they heran to cry out against 
him. 

From court to council and then 
before Felix, the governor of Cae- 
sarea, and before being taken be- 


fore Caesar, he had to appear at — 


the court of Festus and Agrippa. 
At each place he pleaded not for 


himself, but preached Jesus Christ 


and Him crucified. In one instance, 
before Agrippa, that ruler said 
was almost converted himself. 

Suffering shipwreck on the way 
to Rome, he at last reached the 
city where he was kept in prison 
for two years. Even here he con- 
tinued to preach and te bring souls 
to the Gospel and Faith of Jesus 
Christ.
